2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a device for 
instant manufacture of customized paint comprising a container housing at least two cans, a pump being provided with a variable 
frequency drive, a control system with a central processing unit, wherein one terminal of the central processing unit being connected 
to the LCD, second terminal of the central processing unit being connected to a smart card, the third terminal of the central 
processing unit interacting with the memory, the fourth terminal of the central processing unit being connected to the input/output 
device, the fifth terminal of the central processing unit being connected to a membrane keyboard, and the output of the relay board 
being connected variable frequency drive and to the valves.
